Since the 
outbreak of the war no aid can reach 
them but from the United States. But 
this is so insufficient that the mission- 
‘aries are in the most bitter distress. 
‘Some of them have not even the most 
‘necessary food, while on the other 
hand with proper suppoft this iis: 
sion ts véry promising and the work 
there is of the greatest importance. 

The Society also conducts a mission 
in South Shantung, China, this being 
'the first mission field entered by mem-

WORK CARRIED ON AMONG CATHOLIC INDIANS missions, that has given to many t 
IN THE U.S. A. 
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the religious opinions ai ‘the lndiane 
|were not taken into account in the 
‘distribution of missionary labors, and 
too often the Peace Policy became 
equivalent to religious persecution. 

| “This Peace Policy and the flagrant 
‘injustice which accompanied its exe- 
cution became the occasion for the 
appointment, in 1873, by Archbishop 
Bayley of Baltimore, of a Catholic 
Commissioner for Indian Missions, in 
the person of General Charles Ewing. 
This appointment was the beginning 
of the institution since known as the 
Bureau of Catholic Indian Missions. 
General Ewing was at his death suc- 
ceeded, in 1883, by Captain John Mul- 
ian of Washington. 

The next incumbent was the late Rt. 
Rev. Msgr. W. H, Ketcham, who toiled 
to the day of his death for his Red 
brother. Rt. Rev. Msgr. William 
Hughes is the present Director of the 
Indian Bureau. The secretary of the 
‘Bureau, Mr. Charles Lusk, has been 
me identified with it ever since the daye 
of General Ewing. The office of Com- 
missioner has ceased to exist, and al! 
the relations between the Indian Mis- 
sions and the Government are now 
‘carried on by the Bureau, The ‘Peace 
Policy’ lasted from 1874 to 1882.

In the various missions on the In- 
dian reservations the schools are 
taught by the Jesuits, Benedic- 
tines, Franciscans, secular priests 
and Lamennais Brothers among the 
men; and by the Sisters of St, Ann, 
Franciscan Sisters, Sisters of Char- 
ity of Providence, Sisters of St. Jos- 
eph, Benedictine Nuns, Gray Nuns 
Sisters of Mercy, School Sisters of 
Notre Dame, Ursuline Sisters, Sisters 
of Divine Providence, Dominican Sis- 
ters, Sisters cf Loretto and Sisters of 
the Blessed Sacrament. These schools 
are scattered over a vast extent of 
territory, from Michigan to Califor- 
nia, besides the schools for Indians 
in the diéceses of Portland and O¢- 
densburg. In the Indian Territory 
there are three boarding schools for 
boys. nine for girls, and three day 
schoois.
